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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. The use of the term "type" renders the claims indefinite. It is unclear as to how 
this further limits the claim. There is no way to ascertain the metes and bounds of this 
terminology. 

4. The examples are confusing. Examples 1 and 2 are indicated as being directed 
to compositions of the invention. There is no incorporation of the styrene-acrylate block 
polymers. It is unclear how these compositions represent the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art.

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yang et al. US 6,841,612. 

8. This patent discloses plastic compositions which can have incorporated therein 
the claimed polymer components, see column 7 lines 10-37. The formation of sheets 
from the disclosed compositions is discussed at column 10 lines 61-68. The difference 
between this disclosure and the claimed invention is that the claimed ingredients are not 
exemplified. The claims remain obvious given that each of the ingredients are listed 
and suggested to be used in combination with one another. As such it would be 
obvious to use the ingredients in combination given that one of ordinary skill would have 
a reasonable expectation of the result. 

9. Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kishida et al. US 4,478,903 or Miyakawa et al. US 5,747,164 each taken in view of Lai 
et al. US 6,281,311. 

1 0. Each of the primary references show the claimed styrene butadiene block 
polymers in combination with styrene-acrylate polymers used in conductive plastic 
applications, see Miyakawa et al. at column 4, lines 43+ and Kinshida et al. at column 3, 
lines 20-50. The difference between these patents and the claims is that the patents do 
not identify the styrene-acrylate copolymer as being a block polymer. The Lai et al. 
patent teaches styrene-acrylate block polymers. The use of the polymers in 
combination with other polymers is discussed at column 10, lines 48+. It would be

obvious to one of ordinary skill to select the styrene-acrylate polymers as shown in Lai 
et al. for use in the composition of the primary references because one of ordinary skill 
would have a reasonable expectation of the result.
